H ereafter, it was announced today 
applicants 
for rain 
insurance 
will 
only be underw ritten for actual ex­ 
penses or on the basis of anticipated 
profits, as arrived a t from last year’s 
income. 
Two types of 
policies 
are 
being 
written. One is based upon the policy­ 
holder’s expenses and does not vary 
in payment. 
The other, however, is 
based on acvtual loss, as nearly as can 
be determined by adjusters. 
There 
.must be one-tenth of an inch fall over 
the period of coverage. 
H eretofore it was possible for a con­ 
cessionaire to insure against rain for 
whatever amount he desired. Sunday, 
computations made today showed, was 
a poor day for the insurance com­ 
panies as the necessary one-tenth of 
an inche of rain fell, while Monday 
morning’s rain was less and the m er­ 
chants did not collect.
